EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-9,16 and 20 are allowed. 

2. In the previous notice of allowability claim 1 5 was also noted as being allowed. This was an 
error, since the claim had been cancelled. This has been corrected. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to teach or 
fairly suggest a carbon plate coated by a polysilicon coating, wherein said polysilicon coating comprises a
